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kventually—why not now? 


Materials handling has a long way to go in the transportation field. Cor- 
roborative evidence is piling up to show that what we said in April becomes 
truer by the day. We said then that, if the appalling waste of loss and 
damage is to be curtailed, “‘a generally-adopted materials handling system 
adapted to freight in transit” is needed. We also said, among other things, 
that the present Perfect Shipping campaign cannot result in efficient mate- 
rials handling in transportation. 


This opinion struck a responsive chord among industrial traffic managers 
throughout the country. All agreed that, in view of loss and damage, high 
shipping and transportation costs, wasted time, the common carriers must 
soon do something drastic about their handling methods. 


Our opinion was further substantiated by a panel discussion held in con- 
junction with the recent Fourth National Materials Handling Exposition in 
Chicago. Representatives of air, highway, rail, and water common carriers 
admitted quite readily that they haven’t begun to solve the transportation 
industry’s numerous handling problems. Although each speaker could point 
out isolated instances where progress had been made, none was so unwise 
as to imply that a broad, intensive materials handling improvement program 
was under way. 


So we can still say that the transportation industry presents the materials 
handling chance of a lifetime. Here is a basic phase of distribution limping 
along with out-dated terminals, equipment, and methods, and trying to cope 
with the traffic a booming economy is thrusting on it. Improving this situa- 
tion will cost money, to be sure, but the expenditures must be made. 


Most important, however, is the immediate need for ideas and the will- 
ingness to put these ideas to work. We enunciated the nub of the idea in 
April-—“‘better shipping through better practices.” The idea consists of four 
parts: better packaging, better handling, better stowage, better transporta- 
tion. Together, they form an efficiency program to which the transportation 
industry might well direct its best and most earnest efforts.

Scores Railroad Lethargy 


To the Editor: 

It is refreshing to note the courage- 
ous approach you have made to the 
problem of loss and damage claims 
and their relation to “Perfect Ship- 
ping” Month. 

While I am naturally in favor of 
the campaign for perfect shipping 
which takes place during the month 
of April each year, I am not unmind- 
ful of what happens during the other 
11 months of the year. 

I have sat in on many meetings 
called to try to find an answer to this 
perplexing problem of loss and dam- 
age. Without any variation, as long 
as all of the shippers expressed wil- 
lingness to shoulder all of the blame 
for loss and damage and were willing 
to spend an untold amount of money 
to overcome it, the railroads invari- 
ably have been very happy. As soon 
as any one had the audacity to raise 
a question as to what the railroads 
were going to do to overcome this 
difficulty, silence usually prevailed. 

Many men I know who were very 
enthusiastic and were willing to give 
their time, as I was, toward the elimi- 
nation of this problem, lost interest, 
because with this, as with many other 
problems, the shipper is expected to 
carry the entire load. 

“Perfect Shipping” Month is fine, 
and many industries, including our- 
selves, are intrigued by it because it 
gives recognition to a problem that 
we recognize as existing all year long 
and want to do something about. This 
is not true as far as the railroads are 
concerned, for it is my personal be- 
lief that many of them look forward 
to April 30 when the campaign ends 
and they can again proceed in the 
same lackadaisical manner. 

This is my opinion, and while it 
violates the railroads’ philosophy of 
only wanting to hear what they like 
to hear, the facts are nevertheless 
there. 

Again I say you are to be compli- 
mented for your efforts toward get- 
ting the railroads to recognize their 
responsibility—G. A. Schmus, Traffic 
Manager, Harnischfeger Corp., Mil- 
waukee.

It has always been my belief that 
the ultimate results of revenue gains 
are multiplied many fold through the 
understanding of the capabilities of 
traffic managers who are given un- 
conditional cooperation by depart- 
mental heads and mechanical and 
packaging engineers. While it is true 
that material gains are not immedi- 
ately recognized, the combined efforts 
of the above-mentioned departments 
can and will prove themselves. This 
has been reflected in statistical re- 
ports of many companies. 

I sincerely hope that one day traffic 
managers will be recognized as capa- 
ble of maintaining executive positions 
through their knowledge ard efforts 
in behalf of the firms by whom they 
are employed.—F'rank Price, Eastern 
Weighing and Inspection Bureau, De- 
troit. 


Takes Action on Auction 


To the Editor: 


This summer we are going to have 
an auction sale of unclaimed house- 
hold goods, and we would like to have 
information in regard to selling goods 
belonging to men in the armed forces. 

We know that you can write Wash- 
ington and find out if the party is in 
the service and get their last address. 
In fact, last year we were going to 
hold a sale and we wrote the Adiu- 
tant General at Washington regard- 
ing two men that we knew were in the 
Air Force. They gave us the address 
that we moved the men from two 
years ago. 

We want to know what we have to 
do to dispose of the goods. We have 
had several lots of goods on hand for 
over two years and have never re 
ceived payment. We have had no 
word from the storers. With condi- 
tions as they are, it is possible that 
we could have the goods on hand for 
years and never hear from the people 
that put them in. 

If the Adjutant General’s office 
should write and say that a certain 
party is not in any of the armed ser- 
vices, would that clear you if the 
goods are sold and later on you find 
he is in the service?—Edgar Suhr,

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INCE March 28, 1938, when 
the ICC authorized railroad 
freight rate increases, aver- 
aging about 10 per cent, there 


have been 10 other increases. 
With the increases which became 
effective on April 4, 1951, the 
overall level of freight rates has 
been raised above those of 1938 
by 61.1 per cent. The steps in this 
process are shown in the table 
below. 

Increases in freight rates sooner 
or later are passed on to the con- 
sumer as part of the price paid 
for commodities or products. 
There have been exceptions, and 
sometimes the passing-on process 
is delayed; but generally it is the 
consumer who pays. 

This situation has caused some 
concern among consumer groups 
because of the constant series of 
railroad freight rate increases 
since 1942. Manufacturers and 
other producers in a position to 
pass on the increases have viewed 
most of these increases with equa- 
nimity, however, realizing that 
the railroads needed more revenue 
if they were to maintain service 
at the level required for the busi- 
hess of the country and for na- 
tional defense. Only during the

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The Fourth National Materials 
Handling Exposition at Chicago’s 
International Amphitheatre, April 
30 - May 4, really rang the bell. In 
quality and design of exhibits, it 
surpassed the three previous han- 
dling shows. And, according to the 
exposition management, Clapp & 
Poliak, it packed in a record attend- 
ance of 22,500. It set records, too, 
with the number of firms exhibit- 
ing equipment —nearly 250. Its 
size and variety left no doubt that 
the art and science of materials 
handling is now a dominating influ- 
ence in American industry. 

The Exposition was sponsored 
by the Material Handling Institute, 
Inc., whose membership comprises 
the leading manufacturers of all 
types of handling equipment. 

Walking around the show, one 
could not but notice the tremendous 
improvement in exhibits, frem the 
smallest to the largest. This year’s 
innovation, the outdoor section, was 
a real boon to manufacturers zhow- 
ing large pieces of equipment. 





1, 2, and 3. Automatic Transportation Co.'s new 
forkless pallet system was demonstrated at the 
Exposition, and attracted widespread attention. 
It consists of special forks (2) which fold away 
exposition hooks which engage rings on a special 
pallet (3). The new system saves vertical space 
because of thinner pallet, saves horizontal space 
because no forks protrude from the truck. 

4. Yale & Towne’s young lady demonstrated one 
of many special devices shown by the company, 
namely a 2,000-pound licht-capacity gas fork 
truck. Other units shown: Yale's new line of 
diesel-powered fork trucks, the first of their kind; 
and a full selection of gas- and battery-powered 
trucks. 

5. Clark Equipment Co.'s Carloader 5024 with 
the Pul-Pac attachment proved popular with 
visitors. Unit loads, assembled on inexpensive 
carrier sheets instead of on ordinary. pallets, 
can be pulled on and pushed off a load-carrying 
plate. 

6. DISTRIBUTION AGE was at the show, too, not 
only with a booth shared by two other Chilton 
Co. magazines, but also with its Exhibitors’ 
Classified Directory, 10,000 of which were cir- 
culated free to exposition visitors, providing them 
with a complete guide to the various types of 
equipment shown, manufacturers, and booth 
numbers. 

7. In addition to its Pul-Pac, Clark exhibited 
many other units, among them the Utilitruc-100, 
a 10,000-pound capacity fork truck. Also shown 
was the new Clipper fork truck (see New Prod- 
ucts News, p. 51), and, for the first time, Clark's 
powered hand truck line of Electro-Lift and 
Hydro pallet and platform trucks.

What is more, the outdoor exhibits 
were every bit as attractive as the 
indoor. 

The method of displaying equip- 
ment or systems was excellent. An 
example was the Jervis B. Webb 
scale mode! showing a freight house 
platform conveyor installation. It 
had animation and realism. Arother 
example was Chicago Tramrail’s 
model Stak-Rak Selective Storage 
System, a combination of overhead 
crane and a lift with forks, or fin- 
gers. It was a compact unit which 
conserves floor space and uses maxi- 
mum headroom. There’s no 1eason 
why this unit cou:d not be used with 
ordinary pallets, thus supporting

ing instead of operating them from 
the floor. 

Some of the conveyor installa- 
tions operating full-sized units 
showed the possibilities of the line 
of travel, and especially their abil- 
ity in automatic loading and un- 
loading. 

Another feature of the exposition 
is worth remarking on, and that 
was the co-operation between ex- 
hibitors in showing each other’s 
equipment. A tractor manufacturer, 
for example, showed his unit oper- 
ating with another’ exhibitor’s 
trailer. Or a fork truck manufac- 
turer demonstrated with someone 
else’s pallet. Not only did this re- 
veal good spirit within the industry,

but it helped visitors see various 
pieces of equipment in diiferent 
combinations. 

Another piece of outstanding 
equipment was a Lorain conibina- 
tion crane and fork truck. A turn- 
ing attachment with forks was 
mounted on the crane’s boom, thus 
permitting double use of the unit. 
This machine had originally been 
devised for unloading car frames 
from freight cars, but is now being 
marketed for possible use in the 
construction field. In fact, this com- 
bination of construction and heavy- 
lift equipment stood out in other 
exhibits (Austin-Western Hydrau- 
lic Crane, Hough Loader, Dempster 
Dumpsters, Lodover), all of which 
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pointed to the fact that construc- 
tion equipment manufacturers 
really belong in the materials han- 
dling periphery. After all, mucl: of 
their equipment has applications in 
industry as well as in construction. 
3y the same token, the exposition 
showed the close ties between mate- 
rials handling and transportation. 
First, there was the Whiting Track- 
mobile for shunting railroad freight 
ears. Not long ago, DISTRIBUTION 
AGE reported a smaller, but similar 
British device, which aroused tnuch 
interest over here. The Whiting 
unit is. however, superior in that 
it has the size and capacity to move 
our larger freight cars. Indeed, on 
demonstration in the outdoor sec- 
tion of the exposition, the Track- 
mobile was quite able to move 
heavy, loaded box cars individually 
or three or four at a time. 
Exhibited, also, in the outside 
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section was the new Compartment- 


izer, manufactured by the Pull- 
man-Standard Car Manufacturing 
Co. This involves two pairs of wire- 
mesh gates to hold lading from 
shifting during transit. Slotted 
side-members installed in the car 
permit the gates to be placed at any 
desired spot. Pittsburgh Steel Prod- 
ucts exhibited a steel bulkhead for 
the same purpose. Constructed of 
wire “fabric” welded to a steel tube 
frame, it can be placed against the 
lading and ratcheted against the 
car walls.

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MERICAN businessmen spent 
A $9,000,000,000 last year mov- 
ing goods into, around, and 
out of production plants. That’s

opinion of Allen K. Strong, general 
chairman of the 1951 Material Han- 
dling Conference, which was heid 
concurrently with the Fourth Na- 
tional Materials Handling Exposi- 
tion in Chicago, May 1-3. 

Moreover, said Mr. Strong, who 
is on the materials handling staff 
of the American Cyanamid Com- 
pany, New York, you can translate 
that $2,000,000,000 into 1,000,000 
working men. That many opera- 
tives, he said, should have been re- 
leased for more productive work. 
You can’t sneeze at 1,000,000 work- 
ers in these days of manpower 
shortages, he implied. 

Mr. Strong cited these figures as 
he got the sit-and-listen half of the 
materials handling industry’s gi- 
gantic shindig underway before a 
capacity audience of engineers, 
trafic managers, warehousemen, 
carrier representatives, and_ top- 
management men. 

The American Material Handling 
Society, Inc., sponsored the confer- 
ence sessions. 

The keynote speaker attributed 
the huge dollar and manpower 
waste to the faulty handling of 
materials. Two factors were re- 
sponsible for the poor handling 
currently prevailing, he said. There

Cost Control Faulty 


® Jack O. Abney, supervisor of 
the methods and standards depart- 
ment of the Chevrolet Division of 
General Motors Corporation, In- 
dianapolis, suggested that before 
you can reduce handling costs you 
have to find them. Most accounting 
systems are inadequate for deter- 
mining the correct cost of materials 
handling, he said. 

“Nearly all of these systems 
treat materials handling expenses 
as burden or overhead, and, as such, 
most of the actual cost is buried

with other operating expenses,” 
Mr. Abney said. “By this method, 
the monthly statements cannot be 
quickly and accurately analyzed for 
this cost. It is important to any 
materials handling program that 
costs be exhibited clearly, with 
labor, material, and overhead costs 
segregated into separate items and 
shown as a unit or percentage of 
productive labor or output.”

Some of the specific questions 
he must answer with regard to ma- 
terials handling are these: 


@ Will routings from vendors re- 
sult in heavy arrivals some days, 
and light arrivals on others? Can 
the routing be changed in view of 
the plant’s handling problems? 

@®is the carrier able to handle 
and transfer unit loads (on either 
expendable or non-expendable pal- 
lets) ? 

® Has the carrier a good reputa- 


tion as far as claim payments are 
concerned ? 


@® Are the carrier’s vehicles or 


other facilities suitable for the use 
of heavy industrial trucks? 


® What are the carrier’s terminal 
time practices? 

Even inside the plant, at the 
production stage, the traffic depart- 
ment contributes to the handiing 
program. The program’s work-load 
depends on the production rate, 
which depends on the volume of in- 
coming or outgoing shipments. 
Only the traffic department can 
furnish this information. 


Finally, after production, the 
materials handling program must 
be geared to what Mr. Dernberger 
calls the “master plan of sales dis- 
tribution.” Here, again, traffic 
must supply answers: What are the 
packaging requirements? What are 


. 


the routings? What is the outgoing 
volume? 

At another conference session, 
the handling and storage of bulk 
products was discussed by a panel 
of four experts: R. B. Cannon, The 
Borden Co.; J. B. McGinn, Ameri- 
can Viscose Corp.; R. G. Penning- 
ton, Esso Standard Oil Co.; F. G. 
Watson, Shell Chemical Corp.; and 
R. F. Weber, International Har- 
vester Co. What these men said 
indicated that the traffic depurt- 
ment can contribute much to ef- 
ficiency in these types of opera- 
tions: 

@ Drums vs. tank cars v3. pipe

Representing the air lines, E. C. 
Mitchell, assistant superintendent 
of United Air Lines’ cargo service 
at Stapleton Field, Denver, de- 
tailed the many steps in complet- 
ing an air cargo shipment. He 
stated that, while his own line had 
modernized its handling methods, 
there were still no _ satisfactory 
answers to the following three 
problems. 

@Standard terminal buildings: 
Limited space, high ground rental, 
and lack of agreement among lines 
on design have mitigated against 
the construction of such badly- 
needed facilities. Because of this, 
airlines continue to carry on cargo 
receiving and sorting operations in 


hangar buildings, with resuiting 
inefficiency. 

@ Suitable handling equivment: 
Most airlines are using conven- 
tional equipment, but United is 
looking for a small fork truck able 
to negotiate rough ground around 
the plane, and also capable of op- 
erating in narrow aisles. 

@/n-plane mechanical handiing: 
High floor-height plus low ceilings 
inside the plane makes the use of 
mechanical equipment impractical. 
The best method so far devised is 
to use roller conveyors on the plane 
floor to handle cargo. 

Speaking for highway common 
carriers, Harry F. Chaddick, 
Standard Freight Lines, Inc., Chi- 


cago, maintained that his industry 
has been “desperately attempting 
to provide adequate freight rates” 
for returned containers and pallets. 
But the failure of the industry 
generally to put such rates into ef- 
fect has actually “discouraged” 
modern materials handling. 

Mr. Chaddick was more optimis- 
tic about truck terminals, and re- 
ferred to the ATA Common Car- 
riers’ terminal design program. In 
this program, the industry has 
recognized that a fully efficient 
terminal must be built around its 
handling system. He stated, how- 
ever, that the truckers’ chief dif- 
ficulty in mechanizing their han-

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dock height; floor-load capacities; 
condition of floors; elevator capaci- 
ties; aggregate tonnage moving in 
and out. 

Studying these and related fac- 
tors, the warehouseman can begin 
selecting his equipment types. If 
merchandise must be handled over 
long distances, he may decide on 
tractor-trailer trains. Or, provided 
his type of building and merchan- 
dise handled merits it, he may in- 
stall chute conveyors. Again, he 
may prefer good hand - operated 
equipment to a palletized operation. 
In other words, the proper selection 
of equipment depends, first and 
foremost, on a painstaking study 
of the entire warehouse business. 


Said Mr. Cooke: “You have to 
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have the equipment that will do 
the most work in the most efficient 
manner under conditions that exist 
in your establishment and with the 
merchandise you are handling. Who 
knows better than you what you 
want to be accomplished there?” 

On palletizing, Mr. Cooke said 
that, at first glance, public ware- 
housing operations might seem to 
rule it out. In its distribution 
function, especially, a warehcuse 
must handle a variety of goods of 
all shapes, weights, and sizes. “But 
it is greatly advantageous to us 
and to the customer to palletize as 
close to 100 per cent as possible.” 

Regarding order-picking, an im- 
portant warehouse operation, Mr. 
Cooke said “there should be com- 


plete integration of the handling 
system indoors with that on the 
shipping dock.” By this he meant 
that men loading vehicles should 
know where certain stocks are. 
Properly marked floor spaces, guide 
markings, lot numbers, colored 
tags, etc., help in this respect. 

Although he spoke as an operator 
ef private warehouses, Nelson Friz, 
construction and maintenance as- 
sistant with the Esso Standard Oil 
Co., New York, gave counsel that 
was equally useful to public ware- 
housemen. Speaking on “space uti- 
lization and accessibility,” Mr. Friz 
broke his discussion of the prob- 
lem into three parts: 

@ Analyzing storage require-

HE Mayflower Warehouse-

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WHAT PRICE EQUALIZATION? 


Part Two: FREIGHT ABSORPTION 


AVING analyzed the me- 

chanics of pricing methods, 

we are now ready to deal 
with freight allowances, equali- 
zations, base points, etc. If the 
products of the soil, the mine, the 
forest, and the waters of the na- 
tion were uniform, our needs 
could be supplied locally and there 
would be no occasion to ship long 
distances or even to trave) far 
from one’s house. Oranges could 
be picked in Minnesota and na- 
tives of Arkansas could fish for 
lobsters in their duck ponds. Since 
such uniformity does not exist in 
nature, those interested must 
equalize the differences in our 
natural resources so far as they 
are able. 

We must also remember that 
most businesses start in a small 
way and serve only local areas. 
As they grow, they serve more 
distant points. Very few industries 
are in just the right location to 
serve all customers. When this is 
the case it is less costly to pay 
equalization (i.e., meet closer com- 
petition) than to start a branch 
plant or forego the _ business. 
There can be no perfect equali- 
zation in any line of business, and 
ho one single method can be ap- 
plied to all lines of endeavor. 
Equalization is brought about by 
competition.Were there no com- 
petitive factors, obviously there 
Would be no occasion to equalize. 
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Any unnatural means of disposing of freight inequality will 
soon fall of its own weight. ‘‘We can safely leave these matters 
to the business men concerned,” the author concludes in this, 


the concluding part of a two-part article.

Equalization practices call for 


judgment and a recognition of 
reasonableness, neither of which 
can be blueprinted by any indi- 
vidual or commission. Only the 
broadest principles can be covered 
with written rules or statutes, and 
these should favor equalization, 
not bar it. Beyond that, the forces 
of competition, the judgment and 
experience of those concerned, 
and the integrity of business men, 
must govern. The integrity of 


business men is too often im- 
properly maligned. 

Equalization in some businesses 
is a vital factor, even though 
equalization allowances never ap- 
pear on invoices or allowance 
memos. This would be true as to 
low-grade, heavy-loading commod- 
ities—for example, gravel worth 
about one dollar per ton (or less) 
at the gravel pit. The situation 
illustrated below is quite common.

HE Erie Forge Company, 

Erie, Pa., solved a_ thorny 

shipping problem recently in 
the transportation by rail of three 
huge turbine runners from its 
plant in Erie to the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Com- 
pany, in Newport News, Va. 

The cast steel “water wheels,” 
part of the equipment for a new 
hydro-electric power project 
abuilding on the Roanoke River, 
weighed 165,000 pounds each and 
measured 17 feet 4 inches around. 

The size of the units, said to be 
the largest ever cast in one piece, 
made it difficult for Erie Forge to 
conform with railroad clearance 
and right-of-way limitations dur- 
ing shipment. Transportation by 
conventional means in well cars 
proved impossible. The dam cast- 
ings were just too big. 

The problem was finally sur- 
mounted through an improvization 
developed by the traffic and engi- 
neering departments of the New- 
port News firm working in con- 
junction with the engineering 
department of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. 

Two flat cars with a structural 
steel cradle slung between them 
served as a cartier for each cast- 
ing. The castihg was suspended 
in the cradle, with its lowest point 
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only six inches above the rails. 
The ends of the cradle rested in 
the centers of the two flat cars. 

The height of the loaded cast- 
ings was 17 feet 10 inches, which 
represented the maximum clear- 
ance level over the route to be 
traveled. The width of the ship- 
ment, including the cradle was 
11 feet 91%% inches, which was in 
excess of the normal allowance 
for width of load. This limitation 
was owing to permanent struc- 
tures along the right-of-way. Be- 
cause of these untoward condi- 
tions, the shipment moved as a 
special train, traveling during 
daylight hours only, and at a 
speed not exceeding 15 miles per 
hour. 

Erie’s traffic manager, W. J. 
Adams, worked out many of the 
details of the move. ; 

The first requirement wes to 
obtain special F-22 flat cars. Mr. 
Adams located five of these cars, 
which were sent from various 
spots on the Pennsylvania lines 
to the Pitcairn, Pa., shops for 
reconditioning. 

The two cars best suited for the 
job were then sent to the Pennsyl- 
vania shops in Erie for applica- 
tion of center plates to carry the 
structural cradle. The latter was 
constructed at Newport News and

shipped to Erie. The cars, with 
cradle in place, were then trans- 
ferred to Erie Forge Foundry. 

There were some purely local 
problems which were worked out 
by Mr. Adams in conjunction with 
the engineers of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and the New York Cen- 
tral. Pennsylvania handled the 
transportation, but the Erie plant 
is on the Central lines. This re- 
quired interchange on a special 
track to by-pass the Central depot. 

In advance of this interchange, 
it was necessary to transport the 
runner from the foundry to the 
Erie Forge and Steel Division by 
use of a New York Central trans- 
former car, since there was 4 
problem in the high lift of the 
casting over the sides of the 
cradle. This load in the trans- 
former car was much higher than 
the allowable shipping height on 
the road. 

A great deal of checking was 
required over a period of weeks 
between the Erie traffic depart- 
ment and the engineering depart- 
ments of the two railroads in 
volved. It was necessary to watch 
all dimensions of the casting very 
carefully while in process, so that” 
the casting would match up prop | 
erly with the fabricated cradle” 
in which it was to be transported.

With refer- 
ence to the latter, he stated that 
Sharpe & Dohme intends to re- 
monstrate strongly against devia- 
tions from standard and will ac- 
cept deviations only when they 
are considered as such by the ven- 
dor.

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Truckers will be required by the ICC, starting June 
22, to carry not less than $5,000 property - damage 
insurance. Present minimum is $1,000. The ICC says 
property-damage coverage premiums for $5,000 will 
in most cases be the same as for $1,000. 

Only about five per cent of the carriers studied 
by the ICC are covered by less than $5,000, and al- 
most all freight forwarders carry $5,000 or more, 
the Commission points out. 

The claims experience of both motor carriers and 
freight forwarders indicates that a $5,000 minimum 
limit is entirely adequate ...,’’ the ICC stated. 


The existing Defense Production Act is due to 
expire June 30. Hearings on revision and extension 
got under way early in May. A stiff fight is promised 
on some of the proposals advanced by the Adminis- 
tration; they are considered by some congressmen 
and by businessmen and trade associations, as ex- 
tending federal control beyond reasonable lengths. 

One of the opposed recommendations is that the 
government be given authority to impose a licensing 
system as a weapon for enforcement of price regula- 
tion. This would mean that every business touched 
by pricing rules would have to obtain permission 
from the government to stay in business. Under the 
proposal, the president would be given authority to 
suspend a license for as long as a year if there were 
ee to believe” that regulations were being vio- 
ated. 


Another drastic proposal is that the government 
be given emergency power to take over private plants 
in the name of “defense.” Power is asked to do 
this with no more red tape than filing a court peti- 
tion—without further hearing and without showing 
that the owner had refused to negotiate with the 
government. 


Such authority would be a tremendous weapon 
over the heads of distribution agencies of all kinds 
—including warehouses and carriers—in view of the 
importance of “communications” to defense. Busi- 
ness groups are ready to present a united front 
against the proposals. 


Price control at the manufacturing level of virtu- 
ally all types of industrial machinery, including 
highway trucks and materials handling equipment, 
became effective May 28. 

The new regulation (CPR 30) actually is only a 
stepping-stone in the government’s long-range pro- 
gram to issue specific ceilings for every type of prod- 
uct or service.

in their labor and materials costs since that time. 
“Pre-Korea” means the period from April 1 to June 
24, 1950, or any of the three calendar quarters pre- 
ceding that period. 


Defense Production Administration has increased 
the monthly allocations of steel for special programs 
by 200,000 tons of finished product. A substantial 
portion of the 1,400,000 tons in special allocations 
goes to the distribution field. 

Included in the June allocations are 308,000 tons 
for freight cars. This brings the total first-half al- 
locations for the car program to more than 1,800,000 
tons—enough for 60,000 new cars. The output had 
not reached the 10,000-cars-a-month goal in April, 
but this mark is expected to be exceeded in June. 

Some 31,000 tons are allocated for the ship-builé- 
ing program, not including 15,000 tons ordered set 
aside for constructing 15 Great Lakes vessels and 
another 25,000 tons for building and repairing barges 
and towboats for the inland waterways. Also in- 
cluded are some 2,000 tons in spot allocations for 
speeding construction of at least 460 highway tank- 
transport vehicles. 


The overall outlook for rubber is brighter, but 
this does not spell a plentiful supply of tires either 
immediately or in the near future. DTA, completing 
a check on supplies of tires and replacement parts 
for the for-hire trucking industry, reports acute spot 
shortages in some areas, particularly the Middle 
West. But for the country as a whole, DTA found 
only a small percentage of total vehicles dead-lined 
for lack of tires or parts. 

The rubber industry has predicted a shortage of 
up to 1,500,000 in output of truck tires. This will 
have to be made up from manufacturers’ inventories, 
which, the industry says, was down at the end of the 
first quarter by as much as 50 per cent from June, 
1950. Added to this is the fact that military demands 
are certain to increase over the coming months. 


Use of steel strapping where other binding ma 

eae can be substituted has been prohibited by 
A. 

Strapping production has been decreasing, largely 
because steel strip mills are turning production 
facilities to plate and sheet output to help meet grow- 
ing military needs. Effective May 1, NPA issued 
Order M-59, which listed permitted uses of steel 
strapping and at the same time limited inventories t0 
45 days. It prohibits use of strapping for bundles 
and packages weighing less than 90 lbs., but it per 
mits strapping for packages weighing .58 Ibs. pel 
cubic inch, as well as for bailing paper and other 
compressed materials, for unitizing, and for holding 
loads on skids and pallets and in vehicles and ships.

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New Marker Makes Good Impression

A NEW method of marking drums and 
packing cases was demonstrated at the 
British Industries Fair, held April 30 to May 
i] at Olympia, London. 

Claimed to be as much an improvement 
on the use of stencils as was the fountain 
pen on the steel nib, the new process util- 
ies a strip of cast composition letters or 
numbers inserted into metal channels in 
either a flat or curved printing chase. A 
special quick-drying and weather-resistant 
ink is applied with a hand roller and will 
normally give up to six impressions. 

For drum marking, the flat chase is 
placed on the floor and the drums rolled 
over the type, giving a marking of high 
legibility. Five hundred 5-gallon drums can 
be marked in one hour by a single unskilled 
operator, according to Kingsbury Com- 
ponents, Ltd., the manufacturer. 

The curved chase is used in the marking 
of packing cases, hessian bags, paper con-

Mr. Bock assured his audience that 
they could save considerable money 
by making the “proper studies and 
analyses .. . of the indirect labor 
which most of us use in our receiv- 
ing department operations.” 

He thought that, due to the ir- 
regularity of deliveries at most re- 
ceiving departments, the classifica- 
tion of employees there “should be 
flexible enough to permit a man to 
perform any or all of the receiving 
functions.” 

Mr. Bock said that in one opera- 
tion under his charge, unloading 
time had been cut by 40 per cent 
through installation of “hydrauli- 
cally controlled dock boards.” He 
had taken this measure, he said, be- 
cause the receiving dock was eight 
inches lower than the average truck 
bed. 

“Regardless of how efficient your 
set-up appears, a thorough analysis 
will ordinarily bring out hidden 
costs which you can help to elimin- 

te,’ Mr. Bock said. 


Get Employee Cooperation 


® Wilbur Hessel, an engineer 
for Clark Equipment Company, St. 
Matthews, Ky., outlined a code of 
behavior which he said would help 
management gain the full coopera- 
tion of employees. 

Mr. Hessel set forth seven prin- 
ciples: “(1) Talk in terms of the 
other man’s interest. (2) Be sympa- 
thetic with the other person’s ideas 
and desires. (3) Be lavish in your 
praise. (4) Give the other person a 
fine reputation to live up to. (5) 
Make the other person feel impor- 
tant, and do it sincerely. (6) Show 
respect for the other man’s opinion. 
(7) Throw down a challenge.” 

© Peter B. Lanham, Jr., presi- 
dent of the Lanham Hardwood Floor 
Company, Louisville, set forth six 
factors to consider when trying to 
determine what type of equipment 
is best for a particular job. These 
were: 

(1) Head Room—Not only the 
height of the ceiling, but also the 
obstructions. “How much room is 
required for the efficient operation 
of this or that piece of equipment 
in relation to product?” 


(2) Floor Loads—“ . It often- 
times is the factor causing the se- 
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lection of conveyors in place of 
trucks in the spots that are weak, 
as it may mean reinforcing the 
building in order to use a powered 
truck.” : 

(3) Allotted Storage Space—... 
Can ‘air rights’ be used to greater 
advantage? Sometimes a minor ex- 
pense involved in moving a parti- 
tion will yield very satisfactory 
results.” 

(4) Clearances and Obstruc- 
tions—“Are aisle clearances for 
load and equipment adequate? ... 
We cannot allow aisle clearances— 
and this also applies to elevators 
and door openings—to create a 
bottleneck.” 

(5) Sequence of Operation— 
“What is the volume and rate of 
flow of material ... ? What kind 
of equipment will faithfully service 


the flow to maintain an _ even 
tempo?” 

(6) Physical Characteristics of 
Materials—“. . . What is the size, 
shape and weight . ? Is it 
fragile? Must it be _ protected 

9»? 
Don’t Overstress Cost 
In selecting equipment, Mr. 


Lanham said, too many people let 
cost affect their judgment, and 
often prejudge materials handling 
surveys on the basis of price. He 
said that “a few extra dollars judi- 
ciously spent can pay big dividends, 
but of course the price can never 


be more than the anticipated sav- 
ings will justify.” 

© W. L. Parlon, president of Par- 
lon Engineering Company, Indian- 
apolis, considered the factors of 
distance, speed, and environs in 
terms of equipment selection. 

Distance: Different types of 
equipment are suited to different 
distances, he said. “Basically, the 
fork truck is a lifting or tiering 
machine that can also be utilized 
for relatively short hauls. When 
distances are great, it may become 
more economical to move by the 
tractor-train method. The platform 
truck partially fills the gap between 
these two, provided the handling 
system is designed for it.” 

Speed: In handling, high speed 
can be as detrimental as low speed, 
Mr. Parlon said. “Equipment man- 
ufacturers could easily build their 
equipment to operate at rates sev- 
eral times their present speeds.” 
They don’t, he said, because speed 
must be coordinated with produc- 
tion processes; because of the 
safety factor; and because accelera- 
tion and maneuverability are often 
more important than speed, espe- 
cially in close quarters. 

Environs: The following are 
some of the environmental factors 
which must be considered in laying 
out a materials handling system, 
according to Mr. Parlon: floor, 
yard, or road conditions; load-car- 
rying capacity of floor, yard, or 
road; width and intersections of

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Mr. Phillips named nine “fac- 
tors” of materials handling: ma- 
terials, containers, routing, fre- 
quency, distance, speed, environs, 
labor, and equipment. 

“In routing,” Mr. Phillips said, 
“we are concerned with the points 
to which materials must ‘be moved 
or delivered.” These points should 
be regarded as variable rather 
than fixed, he said. “We should 
ask why materials are moved to 
these points or why the points 
are located where they are.” In 
the event that locations cannot be 
changed, he went on, “then ask 
‘why’ for each intermediate move 


and temporary storage between 


operations.” 

Frequency, according to Mr. 
Phillips, is often not given proper 
consideration. “The important 
thing to remember,” he said, “is 
that frequency determines the 
handling problem and not the 
total amount handled in a day, 
week, or month.” 
® John G. Anderson, general su- 
pervisor of material handling en- 
gineering, Cadillac Motor Car 
Division, General Motors Corpora- 
tion, Detroit, told the materials 
handling men “How to Make Sur- 
veys, Analyses, and Studies.” 

Mr. Anderson broke his presen- 
tation down into three categories: 
survey, cost analysis, and cost 
study. He defined the latter two 
as components of the first, but 
said that they must be considered 
separately in order “to determine 
the integral parts that comprise 
the whole.” 

A materials handling survey, 
according to Mr. Anderson, is “a 
physical and analytical examina- 
tion of a proposed, modified, or 
existing material handling opera- 
tion with reference to present 
conditions and the overall area 
situation.” 

A cost analysis, he said, “may 
be defined as the separation of a 
monetary problem into its con- 
stituent elements, such as labor, 
depreciation, and expense, so as 
to consider the constituents indi- 
vidually, or in their relationship 
to the whole.” 

He defined a cost study as “the 
attentive consideration of total 
costs through the application of 
survey and cost analysis data to 
the specific problem.”’

Stowage System 


Wire-rope net has advan- 
tages over wood shoring 


RACE LINE has disclosed that 
a new method of shoring gen- 
eral cargo designed to replace the 
conventional fence of dunnage and 
shoring timbers has demonstrated 
its value after a year’s thorough 
testing aboard ship under all types 
of stowage and weather conditions. 
The new system uses a light- 
weight wire-rope net secured by 
adjustable cables, and is especially 
advantageous for fencing oi carton 
cargoes, according to Grace. The 
carrier believes that results ob- 
tained from two years of research 
and study of the method constitute 
a notable addition to marine cargo- 
handling procedure. 


The adjustable cables for secur- 
ing the net are a product of Peck 
& Hale, Inc., Sayville, N. Y., and 
were first tried by Grace in 1949 as 
a means of lashing unboxed ve- 
hicles. 


The new application is said to be 
particularly efficient when a deck is 
being stowed for several outports 
or when it is desired to block off 
the wings from the square. 


An entire wing may now be 
fenced off in 10 minutes and cleared 
for discharge in less than five, it is 


~ && 


reported, and the system is said to 


leave clean, unobstructed decks 
around the square, while precluding 
the possibility of damage from nails 
and hammering. 

The net consists of 3/16-inch 
wire rope of 4,200 pounds strength 
in nine-inch mesh for the body of 
the net, and with a heavier wire for 
the frame. The width is generally 
six feet, but both width and length 
can be tailor-made or constructed in 
standard sections interchangeable 
between hatch locations or different 
hatches. Wooden arms permit the 
net to turn corners. 

Hook-in bars which can be placed 
for either fore and aft or athwart- 
ship attachment of the net have 
only a ¥%-inch projection and are 
welded to both overhead beams and 
deck at five-foot intervals. There 
are hook-in points at two-inch in- 
tervals. In use, the beaded ends of 
the adjustable cable are attached to 
the net and the toggle is secured 
to the hook-in bars. 

Grace Line officers and cargo 
technicians have received the in- 
novation with such enthusiasm, ac- 
cording to the carrier, that wider 
utilization of the gear is in the 
offing.

thus largely a traffic problem. The 
traffic department can furnish in- 
formation to help determine which 
transportation method is the best. 
Some of the factors to be studied: 
size and regularity of movement; 
physical properties of products to 
be handled; location of supplies 
and markets; comparative trans- 
portation costs; loading and un- 
lading facilities; storage facili- 
ties. 

@ When to handle dry or liquid: 
Once more, traffic problems emerge. 
Panel members submitted examples 
of products which are now shipped 
liquid instead of dry (caustic soda, 
pure sulphur, sugar). The advan- 
tages: elimination of many storage 
and handling operations. | 

@Conveying vs. trucking: Re- 
garding this problem, which is 
purely a materials handling one, 
the panel agreed that for most 
bulkk products moving in fairly 
constant volume conveyors are pref- 
erable to industrial trucks. Mr. 
McGinn stated, however, that 
trucks are preferable in what he 
called a “surge point” (e.g., a 
warehouse). Mr. Watson listed the 
determining factors: distance and 
terrain, quantities, physical prop- 
erties, continuity required, com- 
parative costs. 

@Selection, sizing of facilities: 
In deciding upon the “sizing” or 
capacity of petroleum bulk han- 
dling facilities (tankage, receiving 
and delivery lines, tankers, barges, 
tank cars, tank trucks, pipe lines), 
the following traffic information is 
required: (a) volume to be handled, 
(b) physical characteristics of 
waterways, highways, etc., (c) ec- 
onomic considerations, and (d) 
federal, state, and local regulations. 

Outdoor storage is often a prob- 
lem with many traffic departments, 
and an address by R. H. Davis of 
du Pont’s finishes division, Toledo, 
0., delineated the problems: 

® What to store outside: Accord- 
ing to the U. S. Navy’s experience, 
Practically anything can stand 
outdoor storage if properly pro- 
tected. 

®Preservation methods: Proper 
protective coatings preserve dimen- 
sions, surface conditions, and ap- 
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pearance. There are three methods 
for combatting corrosion — using 
corrosion - resistant metals, reduc- 
ing corrosive character of environ- 
ments, applying external coatings. 


@ Locating outdoor storage: Sev- 
eral factors must be considered— 
routes to and from storage area, 
kind and nature of materials (and 
whether in containers, unit loads, 
or needing’ special handling), 
weights and uniformity of loads, 
time element, variations in flow of 
materials, handling costs. Mr. 
Davis suggested, in some cases, 
using flow charts and scale models 
in planning the storage location. 

For traffic men concerned with 
actual yard handling, the address 
of W. R. Blommel, truck division, 
Service Caster & Truck Corp., dis- 
closed interesting information. Dis- 
cussing the handling of building 
block and brick, Mr. Blommel de- 
scribed a new fork designed for 
this job. Features: 

®@ Gripping surface of rubber in- 
flated by compressed air, to reduce 
breakage; 

@ Fork can be attached to any 
make or model; depending on com- 
modity and weight, fork can lift 


50 to 300 building blocks or 500 
to 1,200 bricks per cube; 

@ Tube on inside of each tine is 
inflated by compressor mounted on 
truck’s counterweight (compressor 
is integral part of truck’s hydraulic 
system) ; 

@ Inflated tubes grip the string- 
ers with the load resting on the 
forks. 

Describing his company’s ex- 
perience with palletized shipments, 
L. J. Craig, supervisor of shipping 
and stores, Hyatt Roller Bearing, 
Harrison, N. J., stated that if com- 
mon carriers balk at unit leads, 
then shippers should “start a 
crusade to force improvements.” 

The Hyatt firm, Mr. Craig said, 
was the first to ship extensively on 
corrugated, expendable pallets. 
Savings have been spectacular. 
Using older methods, the firm once 
shipped 1,200,000 pounds a month 
with 92 employees. Now it ships 
exactly twice that amount with 
only 58 employees. Success of the 
new method has depended mainly 
on the fact that Hyatt - worked 
with several manufacturers of 
packaging materials, with the re- 
sult that packages and pallets fit- 
ted to the firm’s product were 
evolved. Indeed, all of Hyatt’s in- 
coming packaging materiais are 
now received in palletized form.

ments: “Space utilization in a ware- 
house does not mean merely ob- 
taining the maximum storage ca- 
pacity of the building. It involves 
the fundamental principles of good 
warehousing ...” Factors to be 
considered in this regard: products 
to be handled (large movers, small 
movers); type of products (size, 
shape, weight, which require pal- 
letization, which do not, etc.); 
method of receipt and delivery; 
building limitations; nature and 
volume of movement of goods. 

@ Optimum use of space: Coupled 
with the need for accessibility, this 
gets to the heart of warehousing 
problems. Favor the large movers 
in your warehousing traffic, but do 


' not bury the small or slow movers 


behind mountains of stock. Buy 
versatile equipment, and _ stand- 
ardize on pallet sizes. 


The old-building problem badg- 
ers nearly all warehousemen, and 
W. F. Burns, Gimbel Brothers, 
Philadelphia, had some suggestions. 

@ Inadequate dock space: “lf you 
cannot expand, you must expedite.” 
Gimbels worked out a series of 
roller conveyors which take full 
pallet loads to the marking area. 
Mechanization is continued from 
here to elevators and to upper 
stockroom floors. This is done by 
roller conveyors mounted on cast- 
ers, which are taken to the proper 
floor and wheeled to other convey- 
ors. The load is then transferred. 

@Wrong dock height: Dig pit 
deeper, or raise dock higher. Or 
install movable ramp. Sometimes 
an adjustable platform under truck 
wheels works. Some minor changes 
suggested: longer dock plate; use 
roller dolly to help unload truck; 
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use telescopic conveyor for unload- 
ing; place planks under truck 
wheels to meet dock level. 

@ Poor door arrangement: Study 
where this occurs and, wherever 
possible, tear out obstructing doors 
and walls to achieve materials han- 
dling flow through building. 

@ Inadequate elevators: Before 
you install additional elevators, 
study work-load of present ones. 

@ Weak floors: “My first recom- 
mendation is that you move out... 
but the next logical step is to store 
your lightweight material on the 
weak floors.” 

@Low ceilings: Where this oc- 
curs, store unpalletized or hard-to- 
palletize goods; 

@ Columns and pillars: To avoid 
headaches, use templates (repre- 
senting piling plans) and lay them 
over floor plan (showing columns 
and posts) to get the most cut of 
this kind of storage space. 

The handling and storage of 
lumber is of major interest to pub- 
lic warehousemen. At one AMHS 
session, E. C. Peck, a technologist 
with the Forest Products Labora- 
tory, Madison, Wis., presented an 
illustrated talk on the finer points 
of this topic: 

® Lumber is susceptible to warp- 
ing. Unit loads, therefore, must be 
properly built, and especially prop- 
erly supported on the ground to 
prevent sagging. Green lumber is 
usually “stickered” (thin wooden 
slats between rows on the pile) and 
piled with plenty of air-space be- 
neath and between piles. Dressed 
and dried lumber can be built into 
solid packages. 

® Lumber must be protected from 
weather. Piles are therefore roofed 
with boards, corrugated iron, or 
other materials to guard against 
warping, checking, and staining. 

“There is a strong trend,” said 
Mr. Peck, “away from handling 
lumber piece by piece, and toward 
handling it in packages or -bun- 
dles. ... Packages of lumber have 
sufficient weight so that they must 
be handled by machines. Fork 
trucks of medium capacities are 
capable of performing all opera- 
tions.” 

Some angles on unit loads were 
revealed by three speakers: 

@ A. Grayson Lynn, assistant di- 
rector, Robert Gair Co’s products 
development: “For the past three 
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years, we have been quietly testing 
palletized unit loads of bagged 
chemicals. . . . A company manu- 
facturing a bag flattener was asked 
to incorporate an adhesive applica- 
tor in their unit. ... This system 
makes it possible to load glued 
units in the car with one man.... 
This method of shipping produces 
absolutely damage-free shipments. 
. Our savings will average 
throughout the company $15 per 
ear.” 

@Lt. Comdr. W. T. Pritchard, 
U. S. Navy, Bayonne, N. J.: “The 
Navy is, in general, in a far dif- 
ferent position than industry when 
considering the subject of unit 
loads, and particularly when dis- 
cussing the application of pallets 
and skids in unit loading. The 
majority of (our) warehouses... 
are comparatively new, and have 


been designed with unit loading ip 
mind. Further, the Navy materials 
handling system operates on a pal. 
let pool basis and the return of 
pallets is not as serious an eco. 
nomic consideration as in indus. 
try.” ' 

@ Arthur Spinanger, Procter & 
Gamble’s industrial engineering di- 
vision, Cincinnati: “With higher 
costing pallets, it is usually diff. 
cult to justify receiving and ship. 
ping material by public transpor- 
tation. This difficulty is caused by 
the need for pallet pools, clerical 
follow-up to retain possession of 
the pallet, freight charges (expe. 
cially return freight), loss or ex- 
cessive damage to pallets. However, 
when a low-cost expendable palle 
or unit loading without pallets is 
used these difficulties are greatly 
reduced.”

dling was the lack of suitable equip- 
ment for jobs peculiar to the 
transportation industry. 

The railroads were represented 
by A. L. Green, special representa- 
tive of the Association of American 
Railroads’ freight claim division. 
Mr. Green, in his talk, did not ig- 
nore the railroads’ tremendous loss 
and damage bill—upwards of 
$100,000,000 annually. For this 
waste, he said, the railroads must 
accept responsibility —for rough 
handling in switching service, in 
trains, on station platforms, and in 
freight houses and incident to 
transfers. : 

He argued that the railroads, 
collectively through the AAR and 
individually, are conducting a 
“oreat amount of research work” 
to increase handling efficiency and 
reduce claims. However, because of 
their obsolete construction, many 
terminals cannot be modernized. 
Again, LCL freight is singularly 
difficult to handle efficiently. Fi- 
nally, the training of freight han- 
dlers in careful handling is a slow, 
often discouraging job. 

Speaking of actual achievements, 
Mr. Green referred to the new LCL 
freight containers being used by 
some roads, and to the fact that 
nearly all new freight cars have re- 


inforced floors for heavy fork 
trucks. Some new refrigerator 
cars have six-foot swinging doors 
to permit mechanized handling. 

J. M. Van Orden, marine repre- 
sentative, eastern division, Matson 
Navigation Co., discounted the 
early possibility of palletized ocean 
shipments. The biggest obstruc- 
tion to progress here is the total 
inability to get pallets back from 
foreign consignees. In spite of 
this, however, many water carriers 
have made big improvements in 
shipside loading in this country. 
Cargo nets are now practically non- 
existent, said Mr. Van Orden, hav- 
ing been replaced by a special pallet. 

While many terminals, though old, 
are satisfactory as far as actual 
loading and unloading operations 
are concerned, they cannot accom- 
modate today’s big trucks which 
deliver and pick up cargo. When 
these behemoths try to maneuver 
about an ancient pier and plug traf- 
fic, the terminal’s efficiency drops 
alarmingly. The maritime industry 
is rebuilding piers throughout the 
country to make way for the trucks. 

This particular session revealed 
conclusively that materials handling 
in transportation remains one of 
industry’s biggest and most com- 
plex problems.

Los Angeles Opens 


Model ‘Motaircargo’ Terminal 


New facility is combined effort of six airlines— 


Distribution Age granted exclusive preview of loading operations 


NEW air freight forwarding 
terminal, patterned after 
specifications advanced by six 

major airlines and numerous 
freight forwarding companies, is 
now in its first weeks of operation 
at Los Angeles International Air- 
port. 

The terminal was planned to 
achieve maximum efficiency in co- 
ordinating truck-air cargo traffic. 
Designed to meet the needs of Cali-

fornia’s mild weather, the cost was 
a relatively small $135,000. Located 
at the Southern end of Los Angeles’ 
2,588-acre airport site, the new 
terminal is constructed for utility 
and service. 


The terminal will provide a cen- 
tral point from which to handle 
freight that will probably surpass 
40,000,000 pounds this year. 

Western, United, TWA, Ameri- 
ean, Cal-Central, and Pan Ameri- 
can airlines all contributed to the 
building’s design. Each line will 
lease and operate a section of the 
terminal. 

Construction is of the simplest 


.type, following the various traffic 


Initial loading operations were performed before completion of the terminal as a special "preview" for Distribution Age. 
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managers’ consensus that simplic- 
ity would bring greater efficiency. 
Four hundred feet long and 60 feet 
wide, the building has a conven- 
tional steel frame. Walls and gable 
roof are of corrugated metal, and 
a cement slab serves as the floor. 
The unpretentious’ structure is 
ideal for handling materials, ac- 
cording to airline officials. 


Congestion Avoided 


The terminal was given an end- 
of-the-field location deliberately. 
Here trucks can enter through a 
30-foot-wide entrance drive on fast- 
moving Century Boulevard. Traffic 
congestion is thus avoided, and 
split-second timing in movement 
of freight from forwarding com- 
panies to airlines is assured. 


Trucks unload at two external 
depressed docks after crossing a 
15-foot bridge covering a drainage 
ditch. The ditch was constructed 
to minimize water and mud prob- 
lems in the area. 

Level ramps are available for 
smaller trucks. Cargo carriers 
carrying a single load for a specific 
destination can circumvent. the 
loading docks and enter the spe- 
cial airplane apron on the opposite 
side of the building. Double hand- 
ling also is avoided if split-second 
timing is arranged. 

Outgoing cargo is moved to the 
apron by conveyors, fork trucks, 
and other conventional means. 
Planes are loaded by specially con- 
structed portable belt conveyors, 
and by fork trucks and cargo 
carriers. 

A 16x16-foot custom-built walk- 
in refrigeration room is available 
for perishables, and each airline 
is provided with a built-in floor- 
level platform scale. 

The airplane apron is 300 feet 
wide and 600 feet long; it is con- 
nected with the airport taxi-way, 
and can easily accommodate seven 
ships simultaneously. 

Cargo awaiting loading opera- 
tions on either side of the building 
is protected by 10-foot eaves run- 
ning the length of the building. 


The terminal was designed on 
the airlines’ recommendations by 
Quinton Engineers, Ltd., in cooper- 
ation with the Los Angeles De- 
partment of Airports’ engineering 
staff.

The nearest pit to Market “A” 
has a 75-cent freight rate, result- 
ing in a delivered price of $1.75 
per ton. A person at Pit II has 
gravel on his property. He ap- 
proaches his railroad in regard to 
a rate which will enable him to 
compete. The “distance rate” of 
the railroad would be one dollar 
per ton, but the railroad realizes 
that such a rate there will pro- 
duce no business, so it agrees to 
reduce the rate 15 cents, to 85 
cents—10 cents more than the 
rate from the closer pit. (This is 
known as establishing a rate on 
an “arbitrary” basis). 

The prospective shipper knows 
he cannot expect any business at 
$1.85, so he makes his price 90 
cents—resulting in an equalized 
delivered cost of $1.75 per ton. 
Competition and not collusion has 
made the price equal. The Pit II 
operator knows he cannot go 
higher than Pit II and there is 
no reason why he should go lower. 
Perhaps he could not take another 
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nickel off his price. Why should 
the more distant pit try to under- 
sell its closer competitor? 

Pit II sells some gravel in 
nearby maket “B’’. It quotes $1.10 
for the same grade of gravel sup- 
plied to the Market “‘A’’, resuiting 
in a delivered cost at Market “B” 
of $1.80 per ton. Pit I, with the 
joint (two-line) haul rate of one 
dollar would have to make a price 
of 80 cents to compete in Market 
“B”. This is less than the cost of 
production so he stays out. _ 

Pit II discriminates in favor 
of Market “A” with a _ lower 
price, but the discrimination is 
not unjust. Gravel used in Market 
“B” is not in competition with 
that used in Market “A”, and 
Market “B” is not hurt. If Pit II 
is prevented from serving Market 
“A” by having to raise its price 
to $1.10 and if the railroad must 
go to its “distance rate” of one 
dollar per ton (total $2.10 as 
against $1.75), Pit II costs, due 
to reduced production, might go 





up and make necessary a price of 
$1.20 per ton or $1.90 (instead of 
$1.80) delivered in Market “B”. 
Pit I, having no competition in 
Market “A’”’, could raise his price 
to $1.10 and still have full com- 
mand of the market. 

Thus we see how equalization 
on some commodities is worked 
into the prices and the freight 
rates by force of competition, with 
a variation in price that is not 
unjust. No pit operator could 
make a broad selling offer to 
“equalize against nearest  pro- 
ducer,” because the relation of 
freight to FOB price is too great. 
He must, in all instances, get 
down to cases and frequently ne- 
gotiate transportation costs and 
work out equality in that way. 

Suppose we go to the other ex- 
treme. Jones produces _ paper 
fasteners in Mishawaka, Ind, and 
sells them through stationery 
stores throughout the country. 
Freight costs are a small part of 
the delivered cost. Jones is in 
competition with producers of pa- 
per clips of all kinds in many 
places, too numerous to list. The 
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freight cost; though small, is a 
gales resistance. It would mean 
no end of detail for him to “equal- 
ize” his freight cost against the 
nearest producer and for his cus- 
tomers to “check” or verify such 
allowances. The producer at Mis- 
hawaka, therefore, decides to “al- 
low full freight” on all his ship- 
ments. He may even prepay so 
customers will not have to bother 
to bill back the charges. The 
freight costs are figured as a cost 
item, which means that he equal- 
izes the freight among all of his 
customers. This plan has worked 
for him and is satisfactory to his 
trade. Why should it be disturbed? 

A delivered price system of sell- 
ing may come about in another 
way, where freight cost is much 
more important. “D” is a proc- 
essor located adjacent to his ma- 
jor source of supply. He has no 
freight to pay or, at the most, a 
small switching or local trucking 
charge. “E”’ is in the same line of 
business, but 100 miles away from 
“D” (and his source of supply) 
and 75 miles from a second source 
of supply. “E” could expand his 
business if he could, like “D,” get 
away from raw-material freight 
cost. But to do so, he would have 
to move his plant so that he, too, 
would be near a source of supply. 

There are many reasons why 
that is impracticable—man-power, 
plant construction, ete. The sec- 
ond source of supply comes to his 
rescue by absorbing all freight 
in an “FOB plant—full freight 
allowed” price. Should the first 
source of supply want some of 
“E’s” business, it must meet the 
situation. “D” has been hurt. His 
local buying monopoly has been 
removed. However, he still has the 
advantage of quicker deliveries. 
His hurt, however, is no greater 
than if “E” had moved to a loca- 
tion adjacent to the second source 
of supply. In this way, a “full 
freight allowed” system would 
come into being. 


FOB Plant—No Allowance 


We may find producers of spe-

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are satisfied. Why should this 
method of selling be questioned? 
The workability of this method 
for some goods, however, does not 
justify the forcing of this selling 
formula on other businesses with 
other selling problems and com- 
petition of an entirely different 
nature. Would we be reasonable 
in saying that such producers are 
creating local monopolies by nar- 
rowing their respective distribu- 
tion areas in failing to equalize 
long freight costs, and that they 
must do so to increase competi- 
tion? Surely, if freight differences 
begin to affect sales, equalization 
will be given consideration. 
Between these opposites, where 
freight charges are of great im- 
portance to some classes of trade 
and of little or no importance with 
others, we have a vast field where 
freight charges are equalized 
against the field or against spe- 
cific base points. When equaliza- 
tion is against any producing 
point which is competitive, the 
points are usually well-known and 
relatively few in number. This is 
understood by buyers and sellers. 
In some lines of trade, certain 


A) 








known producing points are not 
recognized as such. Is that right 
or wrong? Equalization is forced 
by competition. Thus, if a pro- 
ducer is not a real competitor, 
there may be no _ equalization 
against his location with its low- 
est rate to consuming destination. 

This “nearest producer” (whom 
we will call “A’”) may have a 
limited production and be wholly 
unable to supply more than a very 
small part of the needs of the 
trade. He may operate in a special 
field which is not “competition in 
fact” for the more distant pro- 
ducers. There may be other rea- 
sons why he can be ignored. If the 
first more distant producer can 
and does ignore this producer it 
is quite natural for the second 
more distant producer to also ig- 
nore him. Both understand the 
facts. 

The next closest producer to the 
market is “B,” who ignores “A” 
and makes no equalization allow- 
ances. At a more distant point is 
producer “C.” He, too, can and 
does ignore “A,” but cannot main- 
tain his position in the trade at 
premium freight rates against 











producer “B,” so he _ equalizes 
against “B’s” position (and ig- 
nores “A’”). Thus “B-ville” be- 
comes the basing or equalization 
point, even though it be more 
distant from the market than is 
“A-ville.” 

The fact is that both “B” and 
“C” can and do weigh competi- 
tion and are able to call it real 
or potential. The time may come 
when “A” will be a real factor, 
at which time both “B” and “C” 
would be forced to equalize their 
disadvantage against “A’s” closer 
location. If “B” began doing this 
on Monday, “C” would hear about 
it on Tuesday and would follow 
suit by Wednesday. 

Equalization is not confined to 
the differences in freight charges. 
When goods are sold at list prices, 
and when these list prices differ 
in different localities, a seller, if 
his margin of profit permits, may 
well quote the known lower or 
higher list of the competitor nor- 
mally serving the territory, and, 
in addition, equalize the freight 
difference. He simply figures out 
for himself that he cannot get the

dealing with the ability of ship- 
pers to pass on increased freight 
rates to purchasers. This regula- 
tion, in general terms, provides 
as follows: 

On Inbound Shipments: A seller 
will no longer be permitted to add 
increased inbound freight costs to 
his base period selling price. He 
must absorb all such increases him- 
self in pricing his products in the 
future. 

On Outbound Shipments: (a) 
Those sellers who sold to all buy- 
ers at the same delivered price 
during the base period, or who 
had different delivered prices in 
different zones, not correspond- 
ing with the precise differences 
in transportation costs incurred 
by the seller for delivery to each 
zone, must absorb increases in 
transportation and not add such 
to present prices. 


(b) If the seller sold F.O.B. in 
the base period, adding on actual 
transportation costs only, in- 
creases in outbound transporta- 
tion costs actually incurred by the 
seller may now be passed on to 
the purchaser. 


(c) If the seller in the base 
period quoted an F.O.B. price plus 
a “transportation charge,” but if 
such “transportation charge” did 
not represent the actual transpor- 
tation cost incurred by the seller, 
the seller must now absorb any 
increases in transportation costs. 


(d) If the seller sold at a de- 
livered price during the base pe- 
riod, but such price was computed 
on the basis of an F.O.B. price 
adjusted for the actual cost of 
making delivery to each individ- 
ual purchaser, the seller may now 
pass on increases in transporta- 
tion costs actually incurred. How- 
ever, the seller’s method of com- 
puting the base period delivery 
price must have been objectively 
established to purchasers, as 
where the seller offered both a 
delivered and an F.O.B. price, the 
difference being the actual trans- 
portation costs, or where the seller 
quoted or billed actual transpor-

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tation charges separately, or 
where the delivered price varied 
in each locality precisely by the 
difference in actual cost of trans- 
portation incurred by the seller 
for delivery to the various 
localities. 


The Real “Joker” 


If a seller who sold only at de- 
livered prices during the base 
period should now desire to shift 
to F.O.B. prices, as would be a 
natural solution for most of the 
problems raised by OPS, he en- 
counters the real “joker” in the 
matter. He must now reduce his 
ceiling prices, established for 
sales on his previous delivered 
price basis system, by the amount 
of each purchaser’s actual freight 
cost during the base period. Such 
a process would, to say the least, 
be expensive and cumbersome. 

The result of the OPS action 
on transportation is, therefore, 
bound to be marked. There will 
be a further shift from rail to 
other forms: to motor common 
carrier where there is a rate dif-

many large shippers may find it 
best to purchase trucks and start 
carrying their own goods. 

There will also be an effect on 
industrial location. National dis- 
tributors on a delivered basis, who 
will now have to absorb freight 
rate increases, will become less 
important in marketing, and local 
producers—either branches of the 
large concerns or independents— 
will become more important. 

In any event, GCPR Interpreta- 
tion No. 1 is worthy of careful 
study by all traffic managers and 
by anyone else concerned with 
paying for transportation or pric- 
ing goods.

1951. Plastic closures may be 
more difficult to procure, but there 
should be enough to meet the de- 
mand.” Mr. Shimer noted short- 
ages in rubber and cork. 


Glass: The glass-producing in- 
dustry is in good condition thus 
far, largely because it entered the 
present emergency with a cushion 
of unused capacity, according to 
Victor L. Hall, general manager, 
Glass Containers Manufacturers 
Institute, Inc. 


Paperboard: The possibility of 
a surplus of paperboard was el- 
visioned by Stuart T. Edgerton, 
division purchasing agent, U. S. 
Rubber Company, “if we are over 
the hill on civilian consumer 
scare-buying and do not have to 
get over the hill of supplying pack- 
aging supplies for a tremendous 
defense force.”

Wooden Boxes: Nathan Tufts, 
director of the National Wooden 
Box Association, acknowledged a 
reduction in inventories in the 
early part of 1950, but predicted 
a considerable improvement in 
mid-1951. He concluded that “the 
future is more hopeful” and that 
“natural events will better cor- 
rect the shortages than will the 
use of substitutes or a switch to 
illogical packages.” 

Adhesives: Predicating his 
statement on a lessening of world 
tension this summer and a con- 
tinuation of the recent trend of 
inventory reduction, Kenyon 
loomis, industry consultant for 
Adhesives Manufacturers Asso- 
tiation of America, thought the 
supply of adhesives, with the pos- 
sible exception of resin emulsion 
adhesives, will be adequate. He 
considered the supply picture for 
dextrine adhesives good, saw no 
heed for alarm concerning animal 
glues, acknowledged disappoint- 
ing improvement in production of 
tesin emulsion adhesives, found 
l0 shortages in most types of 


-_-—- 
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pastes, and reported many lacquer 
adhesives available despite some 
shortages. 

Metal Containers: Raymond A. 
Norris, acting chief of the Metal 
Container Section, Containers Di- 
vision, NPA, saw no immediate 
relief from allocations of cans for 
civilian use, said that “the immedi- 
ate outlook in the steel supply [for 
steel shipping containers] appears 
grim,” predicted a decided reduc- 
tion in the amount of aluminum 
foil for packaging needs during 
the second quarter of 1951, and 
foresaw the possibility of a tre- 
mendous increase in aluminum 
containers if anything unforeseen 
happens to the country’s tin or 
steel supply. 

Paper: The prospects are fairly 
good for a continuing supply of 
paper, according to Thomas J. 
Burke, spokesman for producers 
of several types of special-purpose 
papers. Sanitary food board con- 
tainers and tissue papers should 
be reasonably plentiful, and sul- 
phite and bleached kraft wrapping 
and converting papers, glassine 





and greaseproof papers and vege- 
table parchment should be procur- 
able for all essential uses and for 
defense requirements, it was indi- 
cated. 

Transparent Films: Al B. Clu- 
nan, chief of the Plastic Container 
Section, Container Division, NPA, 
acknowledged that transparent 
films are short, but stated that 
“there are some people... who 
think that the actual overall de- 
mand does not exceed the supply 
by more than 20 per cent.” In- 
creased production capacities for 
cellophane, acetate, polyethylene, 
Saran, Vistan, and Cry-O-Vac were 
noted, but he said that no further 
expansion program for plio-film is 
contemplated. 

@® A. M. Underhill, packaging 
engineer for the Meter & Instru- 
ment Division, General Electric 
Company, outlined a procedure for 
measuring elasticity values of va- 


rious cushioning materials. This 
consists of establishing load- 
compression curves by impact 


tests, hydraulic loading, or dead- 
weight loading.

® Developments in package 
printing and the benefits of new 
test methods and instruments for 
evaluating printing-ink proper- 
ties were recounted by Dr. A. C.

@ Mercury Manufacturing fea- 
tured its 2,000-pound capacity Jeep 
fork truck, a compact model espe- 
cially useful for tiering and han- 
dling in narrow aisles, box cars, 
congested areas, and multi-story 
buildings. 

More than at any previous show, 
women were in evidence here — es- 
pecially as attractive models cper- 
ating equipment. While they added 
immeasurably to the beauty of the 
exposition, they personified a very 
serious, practical side of materials 
handling. During World War II, 
many government installations and 
private industries employed women 
to operate equipment. They oper- 






















ated everything from simple hand 
trucks to complex gantry cranes, 
and a number of them are still em- 
ployed. With the defense effort 
gaining momentum, it won’t be 
long before more women return to 
industry. 

When they do return, the equip- 
ment they operate will be easier to 
handle — as was shown by the girls 
at the exposition. Thus, it was dem- 
onstrated again that, with proper 
materials handling equipment, un- 
skilled labor quickly becomes semi- 
skilled and skilled. And heavy loads 
can be easily stacked, lifted, and 
shifted, by older men, young men, 
and women without danger of phys- 
ical injury. 

Most of the industrial truck and 
crane and conveyor people had mov- 
ing exhibits, but there was one 
that, for pure merchandising, was 
outstanding. The Automatic Trans- 
portation Co. used radio communi- 
cation, a public address system, 
and the display floor for focussing 
visitors’ attention on its product 
alone. Visitors sat in bleacher seats 
(a welcome rest) with headphones 
and a clear view of the demonstra- 
tion. They heard only the narrator’s 
comments and the communication 


between narrator and machine op- 


erator over a two-way radio. 
For anyone really interested in 
the equipment, it required at least 


two days to do the whole show, 
Picking up the mass of available 
literature for future reference was, 
in itself, materials handling. The 
personnel manning the booths were 
fully capable of answering specific 
questions. . 

While the exposition lacked any 
surprises in new models or spec- 
tacular new developments, there 
was enough change shown in cur- 
rent mode!s to prove that manv- 
facturers are continuing their en- 
gineering progress. Of course, at 
this time, most models are frozen in 
view of the defense effort, and most 
manufacturers can bring out new 
models only with difficulty. 

Those visiting the exposition 
should have gained something in 
further knowledge of the art of 
materials handling. If the ecuip- 
ment they saw is applied to the 
proper jobs, they will doubtlessly 
reduce their handling costs, speed 
up production, and also improve and 
reduce the cost of their finished 
products. 

Moreover, since the equipment 
shown covered the handling of all 
types of raw and finished products 
not only in production, but also in 
receiving, storing, packing, and 
shipping, the exposition helped 
throw the spotlight on materials 
handling as an integral phase of 
distribution.

Research Project 


One of the MWA’s most active 
committees is that on research and 
development. Headed by H. C. 
Neal, Cleveland, the committee has 
studied many aspects of household 
goods moving and storage, and has 
prepared much written and illustra- 
tive material for the guidance of 
members. This year, the committee 
took the wraps off a new film strip 
entitled “Handled with Care.” The 
film is provided with a commen- 
tary, and shows step by step the 
proper methods of lifting and mov- 
ing various articles of household 
furniture. It shows, also, the prop- 
er way to pad and load furniture in 
a van. 

Comment on the films by the 
meeting elicited the general opinion 
that it had great possibilities as a 
selling tool. Some members felt

it was too elementary for training 
or refreshing older employees, but 
might be useful for training new 
workers. It was decided to dis- 
tribute the film among members 
who desired to show it. 

Following this presentation, Wy- 
man Henry of the White Motor Co.

ent emergency. Referring to White’s 
newly-inaugurated “ESC” (Emer- 
gency Service Corps) program, Mr.

C, R. Israel, 
treasurer, spoke at length on “writ- 
ing the order,” his contention being 
that expensive paperwork can be 
reduced through the exercise of

An interesting speaker during 
the day was E. A. Olsen, general 
traffic manager of Libby, McNeill,

WHAT PRICE EQUALIZATION?

business at a higher price, and 
there is no good reason why he 
should take less—so he quotes the 
same price and depends on serv- 
ice, quality, and the ability to ship 
promptly to get some or all of the 
prospective order. In seeking cer- 
tain business, he may see that the 
equalization or freight allowance 
is too large to permit a reasonable 
profit and in such instances quote 
a price high enough to allow him 
a profit or not quote at all. 


Phantom Freight 


Equalization means “to make 
equal.” A seller is close to a large 
market. He can easily figure what 
the freight saving is, so he makes 
his list price high enough to take 
up the freight saving or difference 
against the next nearest com- 
petitor. Thus, his higher price 
plus lower freight is about equal 
to the second source of supply’s 
lower price plus higher freight. 
He has equalized against a more 
distant competitor. Has he the

right to charge more? Of course, 
he has. 


This may be easily done where 
only one or two markets are in- 
volved but very difficult where 
many markets are concerned. To 
do this would involve a separate 
price list for each market. If he 
does exactly the same thing (take 
up the freight saving) by meeting 
his competitor’s list price and by 
billing his customers for the 
freight difference, this is called 
“phantom freight” and is frowned 
upon. In a free-enterprise system, 
can we rule out this manner of 
equalization if it appears sepa- 
rately as such in the invoice and 
ignore it completely in those in- 
stances where it can be worked 
into price? This, too should not be 
condemned without exceptionally 
good reason. 

Another form of equalization 
plays a large part in the life of 
the country. So-called “transit 
privileges” are granted by rail- 
roads on many items of commerce 


and on many products of the farm, 
forest, and mine. Grain may be 
converted into flour and feed in 
transit. Steel may be processed in 
transit, goods may be stored in 
transit, and oil refined in transit. 
All of these transit privileges 
serve the purpose of giving to a 
shipper equality with others in 
more favorable localities. 

Tariffs of railroads governing 
transit are filed with and subject 
to supervision by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. That Com- 
mission hag passed on many 
phases of transit and would, in 
the opinion of this writer, not 
condone any wholesale cancella- 
tion of transit. To do so would 
completely disorganize markets 
of all sorts, drive many concerns 
out of business, and bring on a de- 
pression. 


Generally speaking, there are 
good reasons for the many vary- 
ing methods of disposing of 
freight inequality, and we can 
safely leave these matters to the 
businessmen concerned. Any un- 
natural means employed will soon 
fall of their own weight.
